Members of the Mississippi 
County Industrial Development 
Authority (MCIDA) say now is 
the time to band together. “Now 
is the time for a hard push from 
both Missouri and Kentucky 
to make this project happen,” 


stated Betty Hearnes, President 
of the MCIDA, former state 
representative and former First 
Lady of the state of Missouri. 
“We have been talking about this 
for 10 years now and nothing has 
happened.” 

Realizing that talk is cheap 
and time is ticking, the MCIDA 


has created a Facebook page 
- Ky2Mo: The Bridge, seeking 
support for this movement. “We 
feel that with numbers behind us, 
the powers that be in Washington 
DC will listen,” stated Karen 
Teeters. “The bridges between 
Wickliffe, Ky. and Cairo, Ill., 
and Mississippi County, MO, are 


old. Their useful life is coming 
to a close. We need a direct land 
link.” 

Their current proposal is to 
construct a bridge from Ballard 
County (Hwy 60) to Mississippi 
Co. (Hwy 62).

Dear Dave, 

I’ve been in my current job for 
five years. I’ve also had a second 
job for three of those years, but 
now I’d like to make a change. 
Do you have any advice on how 
to convince a potential employer 
that I’m a good hire, even though 
I had a couple of jobs in the past 
that I quit after a month or two? 

Bill 

Dear Bill, 

Quitting a job after a month or 
so isn’t normally some kind of 
sin that automatically disqualifies 
you from being hired. It might 
be with some corporate goober 
who’s looking at things through 
some silly, one-size-fits-all hiring 
paradigm, but that alone wouldn’t 
be the kiss of death around my 
office. 

Now, would we look at 
something like that and want 
to know what happened and 
what your explanation was? 
Absolutely! But if it made sense, 
there wouldn’t be a problem. 
However, if it made you sound 
flighty or disgruntled with things 
in general, we’d probably pass. 

My guess is that the fields 
you’re interested in are like most 
— there’s a lot of importance put 
on who you know. And I don’t 
mean this in a negative way. 
Work and try to develop good 
relationships with people in your 
field and those associated with it. 
If that’s in place, they can honestly 
give out positive references. 

Knowing someone within the 
field or at the company, or being 
connected to someone with a 
positive reputation, can help you 
avoid the resume slush pile. It 
can help cut through the mess and 
achieve clarity!

Dear Dave, 

My wife cosigned a loan on a 
2007 car for her sister. Now, it’s 
being repossessed, and $23,000 
is still owed on it at 20 percent. 
What can we do in this situation? 

Pablo 

Dear Pablo, 

Tell the bank or dealer where 


the car is, and tell them to come 
pick it up. There’s no way to get 
out of the rest, my friend. You and 
your wife are going to be liable 
for whatever the car doesn’t bring 
in afterward. Let’s say it sells for 
$4,000. That would be subtracted 
from what is owed, and it will still 
be up to you guys to pay the rest. 
You could always try to negotiate 
to settle it for pennies on the 
dollar. Based on what you’ve told 
me, that’s a best-case scenario. 

The other thing I would do is 
demand a full audit on the account 
from day-one to present, because 
a 20 percent interest rate doesn’t 
explain why a car didn’t pay off 
- especially a $23,000 car. If this 
was a $5,000 car from a tote- 
the-note car lot, and they were 
ripping her off charging only 
interest - and that’s all anyone 
was paying, and she gave up and 
punted - that’s fine. You’re just 
looking for a little understanding 
of the situation. But $23,000 cars 
don’t generally have 20 percent 
interest. That’s a pretty freaky 
deal, and I’d want to know where 
the money went. 

From a bank’s perspective, 
I don’t see how anyone would 
think something like this would 
work out. The car was going 
down in value the entire time, 
so it just doesn’t make sense to 
me. Of course, if you have the 
cash lying around and it wouldn’t 
damage your finances, you could 
just take care of things and call it 
Stupid Tax. 

Cosigning on a loan, especially 
with family, is never a good idea.

Secretary Vilsack announces 
additional 800,000 acres dedicated to 
CRP for Wildlife Habitat and Wetlands 


Secretary Hails Program's 
30th Anniversary, Announces 
General Signup Period 
Agriculture Secretary Tom 
Vilsack announced today that an 
additional 800,000 acres of highly 
environmentally sensitive land 
may be enrolled in Conservation 
Reserve Program (CRP) under 
certain wetland and wildlife 
initiatives that provide multiple 
benefits on the same land. 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) will accept 
new offers to participate in CRP 
under a general signup to be held 
Dec. 1, 2015, through Feb. 26, 
2016. Eligible existing program 
participants with contracts 
expiring Sept. 30, 2015, will be 
granted an option for one-year 
extensions. Farmers and ranchers 
interested in removing sensitive 
land from agricultural production 
and planting grasses or trees to 
reduce soil erosion, improve 
water quality and restore wildlife 
habitat are encouraged to enroll 
For 30 years, the Conservation 
Reserve Program has helped 
farmers and ranchers prevent 
more than 8 billion tons of soil 
from eroding, reduce nitrogen 
and phosphorous runoff relative 
to cropland by 95 and 85 percent 
respectively, and even sequester 
43 million tons of greenhouse 
gases annually, equal to taking 8 
million cars off the road. 

The voluntary Conservation 
Reserve Program allows US DA 
to contract with agricultural 
producers so that environmentally 
sensitive land is conserved. 
Participants establish long¬ 
term, resource-conserving plant 
species to control soil erosion, 


improve water quality and 
develop wildlife habitat. In return, 
USDA’s Farm Service Agency 
(FSA) provides participants with 
rental payments and cost-share 
assistance. Contract duration is 
between 10 and 15 years. 

CRP protects water quality 
and restores significant habitat 
for ducks, pheasants, turkey, 
quail, deer and other important 
wildlife, which spurs economic 
development like hunting and 
fishing, outdoor recreation and 
tourism across rural America. 
Today’s announcement allows an 
additional 800,000 acres for duck 
nesting habitat and other wetland 
and wildlife habitat initiatives to 
be enrolled in the program. 

Farmers and ranchers should 
consider the various CRP 
continuous sign-up initiatives 
that may help target specific 
resource concerns. Financial 
assistance is offered for many 
practices including conservation 
buffers and pollinator habitat 
plantings, and initiatives such 
as the highly erodible lands, 
bottomland hardwood tree and 
longleaf pine. 

Farmers and ranchers may 
visit their FSA county office 
for additional information. The 
2014 Farm Bill authorized the 
enrollment of grasslands in CRP 
and information on grasslands 
enrollment will be available after 
the regulation is published later 
this summer.

“Then there are 
those that just want to relax and 
enjoy each other’s company in 
a quiet setting, where you can 
hear each other talk.” Curtsinger 
said wineries fill this void by 
providing a quiet, somewhat 
secluded location where visitors 
can come and try different types 
of wines, listen to quiet music, 
and get away from some of the 
noise that fills their life. 

Having an agricultural

background, Curtsinger fell 
naturally in step with growing 
grapes when he started Fancy 
Farm Vineyard and Winery, even 
defying the “experts” advice and 
expectations. 

“I’ve been growing the grapes 
that the experts say you can’t 
grow in western Kentucky for the 
past eight years,” he said. With 
six acres of grapes growing on his 
farm, Curtsinger grows Cabernet 
Sauvignon, Merlot, Chardonnay, 
Malbec, Riesling, and other 
varieties of grapes. 

Wineries are not new to this 
area, Purple Toad Winery is 
located on the edge of Paducah, 
Ky. Where they invite you to 
come see where Kentucky grapes 
are turned into award winning 
wines, from sweet to dry and 
from Chardonnay to Cabernet 
Sauvignon. 


Back in 1980 Paul Laine and 
Attorney Joe Johnson opened up 
Laine Vineyards and Winery, Inc. 
in August of 1980. It was located 
out on Middle Road by Palestine 
Church. Paul Laine passed away 
in 2004. 

Curtsinger said that in a good 
year, the vineyard yields five 
tons of grapes per acre, enough 
to make about 1,000 gallons of 
wine, or 5,000 bottles. To help 
harvest the grapes in the fall, 
he hosts picking parties, where 
friends come and help pick grapes 
in return for some good food and 
fellowship. 

Curtsinger is still in the amateur 
level of the winemaking business. 
He’s waiting on final approval 
and his license to come through 
from federal regulators so that 
he can sell his wine to wholesale 
distributors.

FC Genealogical society meets

A recent visit to the group, The 
Fulton County Genealogical So¬ 
ciety, by Civil War historian Dr. 
Reid Holland brought a wealth of 
information about the city of Ful¬ 
ton’s involvement and support of 
the Confederate soldiers at Camp 
Beauregard. ‘Fulton Station’ was 
vital in gathering supplies and 
troops from all over the south. 
The camp just east of Water Val¬ 
ley and a mile north of then Fe¬ 
liciana had its own locomotive 
that ran the rails carrying troops 
and supplies between Fulton and 
Mayfield. Dr. Holland said the 
locomotive was operated until 
it wore out. When the Confeder¬ 
ates vacated Camp Beauregard 
and left Fulton, they blew it up 
so no parts would be left of use 
to the Union. 

Up to 7,000 Confederate sol¬ 
diers were stationed at Camp Be¬ 
auregard from September of 1861 
until March of 1862. Not directly

involved in battle; they were 
there to help protect the right 
flank of the troops at Columbus. 
Mostly playing ‘cat and mouse’ 
with the Union soldiers at Viola 
coming into Mayfield. They were 
poorly equipped, poorly trained 
and poorly sheltered during one 
of the harshest winters on record. 
In just seven months, as many as 
1,500 deaths were caused from 
being ravaged by disease before 
it was ordered to evacuate and be 
burned. 

A monument placed in 1909 
by the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy reads in part: “In 
memory of the loyal men who 
died here and were thus denied 
the glory of heroic service in bat¬ 
tle.” The monument is said to be 
above one of possibly three mass 
graves. 

Dr. Holland now residing in 
Tallassee, Alabama grew up in 
Fulton and graduated from Ful¬ 
ton High School. The Fulton 
County Genealogical Society 
meets the 3rd Thursday of every 
month at the Keg on Lake Street 
in downtown Lulton at 11:30 a.m.

board realizes this is no direct 
cost to the district, they do realize 
their employees will take a direct 
hit. 

Information presented to the 
board included the following: 

“Currently Fulton County 
School employees pay City 
tax at 1.5% in the amount 
of approximately $55,600. 
Classified employees receive 
an annual raise of at least 1.5% 
which increases the City tax paid 
every year. For the 15-16 school 
year all employees are receiving 
a state mandated raise of 2% and 
with the 1/2% increase in the 
City tax this will raise the amount 
paid annually to approximately 
$75,600. This $10,000 will be 
a 36% increase in City tax for 
Fulton County School employees 
alone. 


The average Classified 
employee will pay an additional 
$85.50 annually and the average 
Certified employee wifi pay an 
additional $286.56 annually in 
City tax.” 

The board did approve a motion 
to submit a letter in writing to 
be read at the City Commission 
meeting on Monday, June 8, on 
behalf of their employees asking 
the Commission to consider all 
their options before adopting the 
ordinance to raise the payroll tax. 
They also agreed to send out a 
mass e-mail to all employees 
encouraging them to attend the 
meeting on their own behalf. 

Currently the Fulton County 
School District employs 
approximately 115 full-time and 
part-time employees.

Four types of Venomous snakes 
reside in the United States

There are four different types 
of venomous snakes in the 
United States, cottonmouths, 
rattlesnakes, copperheads and 
coral snakes. The cottonmouths 
have elliptical pupils and range 
in color from black to green. 
They have a white stripe along 
the side of their heads. They are 
often found in or around water, 
but have also adapted to live well 
on land. Young snakes have a 
bright yellow tail. They are often 
loners, so if you see multiple 
snakes coexisting peacefully, it is 
probably not a cottonmouth. 

Rattlesnakes - look for the 
rattle on the tail. Some harmless 
snakes imitate the rattle by 
brushing their tails through 
leaves, but only rattlesnakes have 
the button-like rattle at the end of 
the tail. If you can’t see the rattle, 
they also have a heavy triangular 
head and elliptical eyes like a 
cat’s. 

Copperheads - these beauties 
have a similar body shape to 
cottonmouths but are much 
brighter, ranging from coppery 
brown to bright orange, silver- 
pink and peach. The young have 
yellow tails as well. 

Coral snakes - another 
beautiful but deadly snake is the 
Coral snake - so beautiful that 
other snakes - not-venomous ones 
such as the Milk snake - look just 
like them. They have distinctive 
coloring, though, with a black, 
yellow and red bands, a yellow 
head, and a black band over 
their nose. One rhyme to help 
distinguish coral snakes from 
king snakes is ‘Red to yellow, kill 
a fellow. Red to black, friend of 
Jack.’ Another variation is ‘Red 
on black, venom lack; red on 
yellow, deadly fellow. ’ However, 
most of the time coral snakes 
will not bite - they are very shy. 
There are no known deaths from 
the Arizona coral snake and only 
a few from the Eastern Coral 
snake. 

Another clue is the color 
patterns. Venomous snakes in the 
U.S. tend to have varying colors. 
Most snakes that are one solid 
color are completely harmless. 
However, some cottonmouths 
are also venomous so this is not a 
foolproof way to tell them apart. 

Check out their head shape. 


Non-venomous snakes have 
a spoon-shaped rounded head 
and venomous snakes will have 
a more triangular head. This is 
because of the venom glands 
(this is less noticeable on the 
coral snake). 

Look for the heat sensor. Some 
venomous snakes in the U.S. will 
have a small depression between 
the eye and the nostril. This is 


called a pit (hence “pit viper”), 
which is used by the snake to 
sense heat in their prey. Coral 
snakes are not pit vipers, and 
lack this feature. 

This is just one method to 
utilize how to tell if a snake is 
venomous or not. There are other 
methods available on line to help 
you determine if a slithering 
creature is harmless or not.

Five major violations Carolina 
administrators vigorously tried 
to confine to academic misdeeds 
and not athletics. 

What relevance in 
Kentucky? Three decades ago, 
amid derisive cacklings from 
fans Chapel Hill to Louisville 
and magazine covers, University 
of Kentucky basketball was in 
the (NCAA) dock, found guilty 
and punished for much the same 
things. 

v If Carolina is found guilty 
of the most shameful allegations, 
we will see if sanctions amount 
to wrist slap or rise to level of 
the hammer job on UK in the late 
1980. 

Of the five allegations that 
reach back to early 1990s, 
reading between the lines: Points 
two, three and four amount to 
take-the-fall-for-the-program(s) 
on officials who have retired, 
resigned or gone elsewhere 
including the school president, 
director of athletics and football 
coaches. 

Alleged violations number one 
and five are enough to cause UNC 
officials to quake and basketball 
coaches to lawyer up, prepare 
for plausible deniability. That 
the NCAA letter does not 
accuse basketball coach Roy 
Williams, one can conclude that 
‘ignorance to goings on’ will be 
an acceptable defense. 

Scenario: Still, the idea 
is intriguing - see Williams 
arrive at NCAA headquarters 
in Indianapolis in crisp slacks, 
best white shirt, blue tie and sky 
blue blazer, professorial rimless 
glasses and briefcase and Johnny 
Appleseed face ready to persuade 
NCAA officials ”... I did not 
know any of this was going on 
and so I am not responsible and 
should not be held accountable.” 

There is precedent for 
the ignorance defense of 
course which the NCAA can 
apply to give Williams a pass. 

Meanwhile, with 90 days to 
respond (from May 20) Carolina 
officials will have most difficulty 
explaining: 

V Violation number one: The 
institutionprovidedimpermissible 
benefits to student athletes. 

And ... 

V Number five: The institution 

exhibited a lack of institutional 
control in regard to the special 
arrangements constituting 

impermissible benefits athletics 
academic counselors and 
staff within African and Afro- 
American Studies (AFRI/AFAM) 
department provided to student- 
athletes.” 

Having read Cheated , a 
poignant expose" by Jay Smith 
and former UNC academic 
official Mary Willingham about 
basketball and football players at 
Carolina, I believe, if the NCAA 
applies same justice to Carolina 
basketball as it did Kentucky 
three decades ago, the school’s 
two revenue producing programs 
are headed for probation, loss of 
scholarships and maybe forfeiture 
of wins. 

Moreover, institutionalized 
cheating - paper classes, 
gift grades to sustain player 


eligibility and collective look- 
the-other-way deniability by 
athletics officials at Chapel Hill 
-demonstrate how these things 
can be accomplished in secret at 
other big-time college sports 
programs. 

North Carolina, according to 
Smith and Willingham’s book, 
enrolled at least one basketball 
player who, it was discovered, 
could neither read or write. But 
he could play. 

Flaws in the system that can be 
managed. 

V Because a college student- 
athlete’s class load and course 
selections are confidential by 
law, legitimate progress toward a 
degree are subject to manipulation 
by those whose incentive is - 
keep him/her eligible - coaches 
and administrators. 

V And, a program prone to 
boast about team grade point 
average but not required to reveal 
individual players’ GPA, lends 
itself to distortion. For instance, 
names of walk-ons and bench 
warmers frequently dot honor 
rolls and academic progress 
reports, but not scholarship 
players. 

North Carolina. Stay tuned.

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“It won’t affect the ferry which 
crosses from Dorena to Hickman 
on a daily basis,” he said. “It 
would remain in operation 
because it is associated with 
Homeland Security.” 

Ultimately the voices of 
MCIDA propose to kill two 
birds with one stone. “If we 
build a bridge connecting the 
(Mississippi County) Port to 
Wickliffe, it provides our Port 
with access to rail,” explained 
George. “We would be one mile 
from the rail at Wickliffe to assist 
the moving of containers once 
they come through our Port.” The 
other option, which might not 
be realistic, is to connect to the 
nearest rail in Missouri at New 
Madrid, which is 40 miles away 
and would cost $1 million a mile 
to build. 

The economic impact would 
breathe new life into the 
Mississippi County Port, which 
currently has 268 acres to work 
with and a 99-year lease. “We 
are looking to create jobs,” said 
George. 

The movement seems to be 
catching on as Facebook users 
from both Missouri and Kentucky 
are getting on board quickly. The 
page was created on Tuesday, 
June 2 and less than 24 hours later, 
almost 600 people had liked the 
page, grabbing a wider audience. 
(Tuesday, June 9, they had almost 
1,000 likes.) 

“You don’t get attention when 
you are small,” said Karen Teeters. 
“You build a ground swell with 
numbers.” 

Kentuckians are also in favor 
of this current bridge movement, 
but many who reside in Hickman 
and Fulton County, would like 
to see it built at Hickman. It is 
approximately 1 1/2 miles from 
the Wepfer Marine landing to 
the ferry landing at Dorena, Mo. 
From south of the No. 8 Island to 
New Madrid, it is approxiately 1 
mile. 

Hickman City Commissioner 
David Weatherly added, “This is 
something we should get behind 
110%. If it was built at Hickman 
it would transform our town.” 

“This is a wonderful idea and 
honestly has had some discussions 
in the past,” contributed Eddie 
Crittendon. Fulton County/ 
Hickman County Economic 
Development Partnership 

Executive Director. “I would 
support this 100%. You are right, 
Hickman would explode with 
new business and investment.” 

Fulton County Judge/Executive 
Jim Martin suggests that the new 
bridge be located at a crossing 
point that makes more economic 
and logistical sense, not emotion 
of location but also realizes it is 
worth it to all involved to explore 
all available options. “The two 
states needs to collaborate on a 
detailed economic impact analysis 
for the best location. I think 
a bridge between Mississippi 
County and Ballard Counties 
makes a lot of sense but so does 
a bridge between New Madrid 
County and Fulton County,” he 
said. “A Hickman crossing would 
put the bridge at the mid-point 
between Cairo and Dyersburg, 
which are about 66 miles apart 
and that makes good logistical 
reasoning.” 

On the other hand, looking at 
the economic reasoning side of it 
will require in-depth analysis. “A 
Hickman crossing would provide 
an opportunity to tie three river 
ports together in New Madrid, 
Hickman and Tiptonville in 
addition it would also tie everyone 
in to 1-69 and CN rail in Union 
City, Tenn.” added Martin. “A 
crossing at No. 8 Island might 
also offer a cheaper construction 
option since the span can be 
supported by No. 8 Island instead 
of man made piers in the middle 
of the river.” 

Hickman-Fulton County 
Riverport Authority Director Greg 
Curlin agrees adding a bridge, no 
matter where it goes, as long as it 
connects Kentucky and Missouri 
directly is beneficial. “If it is close 
to Hickman, you would see other 


industries and businesses benefit 
from it,” he noted. “But as far as 
major industries, being that close 
to Missouri would be beneficial 
for it to be located in Hickman.” 
Curlin sees it as a real advantage 
for the the community regarding 
economic development, tying 
1-69 in, even if it doesn’t come 
directly to Hickman, especially 
with the expansion of the Panama 
Canal. 

“I hope it can get some traction,” 
added another Hickman resident 
Robert Griggs. “I believe it would 
be a safer route and closer to 1-69 
to be able to cross at Hickman 
than it would crossing at Cairo, 
Ill.” Jeff Johnson agrees. 

Currently, Kentucky and 
Missouri are the only two border 
states not linked by a bridge or 
land route. 

Judge Martin would like to 
see Hickman and New Madrid 
make their case for the crossing 
here but be willing to support 
the ultimate location chosen so 
long as it is based on engineering 
and economics and not politics. 
“I think leadership in Hickman 
and New Madrid should have 
a discussion concerning this 
issue and assist in the process 
of choosing a location,” further 
stated Martin. 

Earlier it was noted that talks 
about constructing a bridge began 
10 years ago and Kentucky gave 
up on the project. Currently, 
Kentucky’s plan is to replace or 
rehabilitate the US 51 Bridge 
connecting Wickliffe to Cairo. 
“We are concerned about that 
proposal because the road 
between Wickliffe and that bridge 
sits atop a backset levee that has 
had problems with washing out 
and flooding,” said Teeters. “If 
a new bridge is constructed in 
our proposed location it would 
eliminate the need for this road 
that has problems and would 
instead connect our Port with 
Wickliffe coming in near the 
cross. The important point isn’t 
where the bridge is built, but that 
it is built.” 

The estimated cost including 
construction, plans, design, right- 
of-way and utilities is $236.2 
million dollars for the US 51 
Bridge project, (found on line, 
titled “US 51 Bridge Project 
KYTC Item No. 1-100.00 & 1- 
1140.00 January 2014) proposed 
by the Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet in 2014.

First District State Senator 
Stan Humphries told those 
attending the event, that he was 
not surprised at how Fulton 
County rebounded from the 
tough economic times to receive 
national recognition. 

“When we were in Frankfort to 
receive the Governor’s Cup, and 
it was mentioned about Fulton 
County, I was not surprised. I 
really was not surprised because 
I know the tenacity and the hard 
work that folks do in Fulton 
County. Back when the county 
had 22-percent unemployment, 
I knew with the good work of 
the Fulton-Hickman EDP, and 
those who serve on the board, 
that number would change soon 
enough and it did.” 

Fulton County Judge/Executive 
Jim Martin praised the efforts of 
Governor Beshear, and thanked 
him for his support. 

“The State of Kentucky has 
a Governor who gets it when it 
comes to economic development. 


And Governor, we want you to 
know, that we know, you get it 
as far as economic development 
and we appreciate everything 
that you do for us.” 

Judge Martin also eluded to the 
fact, that the success of the local 
area has come from the work of 
local people dedicated to creating 
new jobs. 

“As good as the Governor and 
his staff are, they can’t bring 


school system. 

With a payroll budget close to 
$1 million dollars Susan Malone, 
with The Citizens Bank, pointed 
out it would be less money for 
their employees to spend in 
town. “This is actually penalizing 
the working people,” she said. 
“Whether they are commuting 
into Hickman or living in 
Hickman, it stops them from 
spending their money here.” 

“It seems unfair to tax the 
working people,” added Terry 
Narr, representing SGL Group 
- The Carbon Company. “Our 
57 employees will each pay, on 
average $200 on an annual basis. 
That is money that could be spent 
in town.” 

“This tax will effect us, 
especially the younger generation 
for years to come,” added 
Hickman resident and business 
owner John Wiley Gannon. 
“People are already following 
the trend of leaving Hickman to 
gain employment, that trend will 
just increase.” 

Floyd Cash, Postmaster at the 


economic development to our 
area unless we do our job first.

Hickman Post Office asked the 
question “Where does the road 
end?” “How long will the 2% 
payroll tax stay in effect, will it 
go up or down?” he asked. “We 
don’t see the benefits we receive 
from this tax.” 

Hickman Mayor David Lattus, 
Commissioners Roger Adams 
and David Weatherly weren’t 
backing down. “No one likes a 
tax increase,” stated Adams. “We 
looked strong and hard and we 
have a $200,000 deficit to deal 
with to balance the budget.” 

Upcoming infrastructure 
projects were mentioned as a 
need to stop depleting funds 
from the utility accounts to fund 
the general fund and balance the 
budget. 

“The police department, fire 
department, ambulance service 
and administration departments 
are all needed,” added Weatherly. 
“We are already doing what 
we can to keep it as cheap as 
possible. We can’t live without 
these services.” 

Commissioners Heath Carlton 
and Phillip Williams agreed with 
the crowd and have been opposed 
to the tax increase all along. “I 
don’t like taxing the working 
people,” stated Williams. 

“You are taxing the people 
who can’t vote,” added Carlton. 
“They speak their case and you 
turn a blind eye or ear to do what 
you want any way.” 

Commissioner Carlton and 
the audience were looking for a 
compromise from Mayor Lattus 
and Commissioners Adams and 
Weatherly. 

It was even pointed out that 
a majority of the commission 
currently doesn’t pay into the 
payroll tax. Some are retired, 
others work outside the city 
limits. Each commissioner does 
pay tax on the $300 a month they 
receive for being a commissioner, 
which is minimal compared to 
others who are paying based on 
their entire year’s salary. 

“We hear you,” Weatherly said. 
“We do understand. Show me a 
viable alternative, I am for it.” 

Vowell suggested they charge 
a flat rate of $3 to each gas and 


is not free and it comes with an 
investment from our city’s, our 
county and our people. But when 
we improve our economy, our 
businesses benefit, our people 
benefit and our communities 
benefit. It is good to be recognized 
on a national level for what we 
are trying to accomplish, and we 
are right on target to continue the 
growth of new industry and new 
jobs.” 


water customer, pointing out it 
would generate $90,000 based 
on 2,500 customers. 

A bank employee, Kim 
Jones, realizes the tax might be 
necessary but asked that they 
spread it out throughout the 
community. “Increase those 
living in Hickman, not just 
the workforce,” she said. “The 
payroll tax is penalizing us. 
The people who are retired, on 
social security, that live off the 
government - they get to keep 
their extra money and we don’t.” 

Single mom, Naomi Tuisl, 
who works two jobs and has 
lived in Hickman all her life 
pointed out that the payroll tax 
will hurt her at both of her jobs. 
“A lot of people are opposed to 
it,” she said. “You definitely need 
to get this leveled off throughout 
the community. Don’t let the 
slackers keep slacking off. They 
need to contribute too.” 

“I see where you are coming 
from,” Delores Giles commented. 
“These services you are talking 
about, I have a stake in this. I am 
a working person in the city limits 
of Hickman and I know there 
is another way to come around 
to get something done besides 
taxing the working people.” 

It looked as if Weatherly wasn’t 
going to back down when he said 
he felt that those who pay for 
water, gas and sewer already pay 
enough. “If we raise the utility 
rates next month we will have 
another group of people in here 
voicing their concerns,” he said. 

Talk continued back and forth 
and in the end, the Commission 
agreed to let a community 
committee meet to discuss viable 
alternatives to raising the payroll 
tax before the Commission 
adopts the 2015-2016 budget. 
The committee will meet on 
Thursday, June 11 at 6 p.m. in the 
community room of The Citizens 
Bank. 

Time is running out, a budget 
is usually sent to the state by May 
31 and the city begins operating 
from that budget on July 1. An 
ordinance was passed to operate 
from the 2013-2014 budget until 
a solution can be found.
